And I would humbly propoſe to Conſiderati- 
on, whether the Advantages we may expect 
hereby, will not be worth all the Coſt and 
Pains that will be neceſſary to aſſiſt the poor 
Creatures to ſet up Huſbandry, and give them 
all neceſlary Inſtruction in the Practice of it? 
I conceive the neceſſary Expence for this 
will not be vaſtly great. And when it is once 

1. introduced into a. few Places, they will ſoon 
be able to aſſiſt their Brethren, and ſo carry 
the Practice ſtill further into other Tribes. I 
doubt not, the Thoughts of Gentlemen of 
Penetration, will at once fuggeſt many and 
very great Advantages that may accrue to the 
general Deſign hereby. 

And as DivineProvidence has always from 
the firſt prevented me with ſfeaſonableSupplies, 
before the Caſe came to extremity, or to be 
at all diſtreſſing, however threatning the Ap- 
pearances have often been; ſo I'would hope 
in the ſame Fountain of Goodneſs to ſupply 
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theſe growing Neceſſities. And this I think 
we may do with the more Confidence, as we 
have endeavoured to go no faſter in the Af- 
fair, than to obſerve the Openings, and follow 
the plaineſt Dictates of Providence in every 
Step that has been taken. And hitherto ſcarce 
A Step has been taken, but God has evidently 
made it to proſper. If theCauſe beGod's, and 
the Courſe we ſteer right, it is ſafe enough. 

But I would humbly propoſe to Conſidera- 
tion, whether as ſwift a Progreſs of this Work 

as may be, is not likely to be attended with 
greater Succeſs proportionable to theExpence, 
than a more leiſurely Procedure ? which will 
not have that Tendency to awaken their At- 
tention, convince their Conſciences, and pro- 
voke them to Emulation ; and which will 
give the Adverſaries to it much more Oppor- 
tunity to embarraſs the Way. 

It ſeems to me, thar the peeuliar Circum- 
ſtance of the Newneſs of the Thing, and Re- 
ſolution of God's People to accompliſh it, and 

to do it by ſuch Means and Endeavours, as 
. muſt neceſſarily appear great and ſtrange to 
the Savages, is, in itſelf, likely to have great 
Force and Influence to make them hear atten- 
tively, and conſider cloſely, the Nature, Im- 


portance, and Evidence of the Things ſpoken 


tothem ; and to convince them efſeRually of 
the Sincerity of our Intentions towards them, 
while they ſee our Practice to be ſo agreeable 
to the vaſt gende of theErrand on which 


we 


we come to them. And white our Endea- 
vours are uſed, as they now are, ſo much by 
their own Sons, we-have a great additional 


Advantage to avoid the miſchievous Effects 
of thoſe Jealouſies and Suſpicions which they 


have lo long entertained, that, notwithſtand- 
iog all our Pretentions, there is a ſecret Plot 
laid to get away their Lands, and make a Prey 
of them. 


The Nu mber of Charity-Scholars now be- 
longing to this School, is eighteen ; beſides | 


the five Mohawk Boys before-mentioned, as 
employed inthe Indian Country, who are 
expected to return to the School next Winter. 
Eleven of theſe are Males, {| 5 Engliſh and 6 
Indians] and ſeven Indian Females. Two of 
theſe Engliſh and two Indian Boys, are de- 
ſigned to be coupled, an Engliſh and an In- 
dian, and to be ſent into ſome remote Tribes 
next Spring, if Providence ſhall fayour it, to 
learn their Languages, and prepare for a Miſ- 
ſion among them. 
I am daily expecting two more Delaware 
Boys, and one from Narraganſet ; and before 
Winter, if they may be well choſen, a Num- 


ber from the S Nations, among which is the 


Grandſon to the Onondaga Sachem. And 1 
have the Pleaſure of thinking, that the Boys L 
have, are in general, very promiſing. | 
It was generally thought, before I had a- 
ny Boys from the Mohawk Country, that nei- 
ther the Parents could be perſuaded to ſend, 
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nor their Children to come to School, at ſuch 

a great Diſtance. And the. firſt three who 
came, appeared.to come with great Caution 
and Fear—brought each of them an Horſe 
with them, prepared to return in haſte, if 
there ſhould be occaſion. But ſo great is the 
Alteration in this Reſpect, that the Difficulty 
now is not in procuring what Number I pleaſe; 
but in obtaining ſuch as are promiſing, and 
ſuch as are, on account of their Families, of 
greateſt ene to their T ribes. 


I would take thisOpportunity to renew my 
Thanks to the kind Benefactors of this School, 
- for thoſe generous Benefactions, by which it 
has, through the Divine Bleſſing, continued 
to this Time. And deſire the Continuance of 
their fervent Supplications at the Throne of 
Divine Grace, for all that Light, Direction, 

and Aſſiſtance, which ſhall be neceſſary, for 
all thoſe who are any way actively concerned 
in promoting the important Deſign ; and for 
that Bleſſing of God upon all Endeavours, 
without which the beſt Plans, and moſt vigo- 
rous Efforts to put them in Execution, will 
be to no Purpoſe. And I perſwade myſelf, 
that the growing Proſpects of Succeſs, will be 
a further and very ſtrong Inducement to that 
Liberality, which will bear Proportion to the 
great Expences neceſſary therein. And eſpe- 
cially if it be conſidered, that theſe young 
Sentlemen who are employed in this Buſineſs, 


and

and are expoſed to all the Hardſhips and Dan- 
gers of the Wilderneſs, without any comfort- 
able Habitation, or any 'Accommodations to 
_ indulge the Pleaſures of the natural or ſocial 
Life, have entered upon this Service, not 
through any Neceſlity, or want of any lucra- 
tive and honorable Poſts they might deſire a- 
mong their Brethren ; but only to ſerve the 
great Deſigns of advancing the Kingdom of 
the Redeemer, and the Salvation of the Souls 
of Men. And they aſk for, and deſire no o- 
ther Reward for all their Service, but to be 
ſupported while they are employed in it. 
And I am perſwaded,that the Accounts them- 
ſelves of their Expences, when Time ſhall 
give an Opportunity to ſet them in a true 
Light, will be ſufficient Evidence of their 
Prudence and Frugality. 
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The Continuation of Mr. Wurkrock' Narrative be- 


ing printed off before a Receipt of the following by 
the Printers, they are neceſſarily obliged to ſubjoin is 
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ILxBAuON, OS. 11. 1965. - 
The Reverend Mr. Chamberlain returned from his 


Miſſion among thę Six Nations, laſt Friday, (accompa- 
nied by two Onerada Boys, for this School) to procure 
another Miſſionary for one of the Places where he has 
been preaching among the Mohawks and Oneyadas ; 


and to get Recruits and Supplies of Neceſſaries for the 


Winter, for himſelf and the Schoolmaſters, who defign 
to winter with the Indians, 

He informs me, that the Indian Schoolmaſters have; 
in general, conducted very well: are received chear- 
fully, and treated kindly ; and that there are now in 
their ſeveral Schouls, 127 Children; - and that he had 
provided another School of upwards of 20 Children 
more, for Peter; but he was taken ſick, and could 
not enter into u— which is ready for him, or another, 
next Spring. 

Mr. Chamberlain alſo informs me, that he has lately 
made a Tour among the Onondagas (accompanied with 
Delegates from tft Moba s and Oneyadas) and prea- 


ched to them, where never any Miſſionary had been be- 


fore. That the Repreſentative of that whole Tribe, 
told him, after a Conſultation of two Days among 
themſelves, that they were all agreed to receive Chriſ- 


tianity, and would have him be eaſy in his Mind, and 
know, that from that Day they ſhould be glad to be 
inſtructed; and defired him to tarry and preach to 
them. And when he left them he told them he would 


do his Endeavour that a Miniſter ſhould be ſent to 
them next Spring. 
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
